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A SCHEME TO HELP SILVER. 


Since the repeal of the purchasing 


clause of the Sherman act many minds 
have been at work to devolve a scheme 
by which the white metal conld be 
raised from the present depreciated 
condition. 
Some of the ideas ad- 


vanced were plausible and others not 
so much so. 


J. H. Roberts of Park City, Utah, is 


the latest. 
He has thought oat a 


scheme, which, if put in practical 
operation by the entire West and South 
would be the means of forcing the Gov- 
ernment to coin all the silver it could 
get hold of. His plan is a simple one 
and believed to be entirely practical 
It is as follows: 


He proposes to select one of the 


strongest banks in the State or Terri- 
tory as a place of deposit, and then 
have every man who is able deposit 
five dollars in silver coin with the bank 
and receive therefor a check of deposit 
of convenient size to be used as money 
and so engraved as to make counter- 
feiting a difficult matter. Every check 
of deposit to be of the value of $5, and 
numbered from one to as high as may 
be desired. The certificates are to be 
redeemable in ten years, and the bank 
acting as depository to make its profits 
through the bills that may be destroyed 
during that time—which would un- 
doubtedly pay any institution for the 
time trouble and expense of preparing 
and issuing said checks of deposit. 


As such checks would be backed by 


$5 in silver coin it would pass current 
as money in all States and Territories 
which enter into the understanding, 
and would force all banks, excepting 
the one selected by the depositors, to 
keep drawing on the Government for 
silver dollars and subsidiary coin for 
change, and in a few years at the most 
the Treasury Department would be 
drained of silver and the Government 
compelled to coin more to supply the 
demand for change. 


The plan seems safe and sound and 


free from all entanglement of law, and 
the deposit checks so issued would cer- 
tainly be better than the clearing house 
certificates used during the recent 
panic. 


THE POPULAR VERDICT. 


It is just as senseless to credit the 


Republican landslide of the 7th inst. 
to protection sentiment as it was to 
credit the Democratic landslide of a 
year ago to free trade sentiment. It 
was then a popular disapproval of the 
Harrison administration as it is now a 
popular disapproval of the Cleveland 
administration. 
Tho money power

the latter while the interests of the 
masses of the people have received 
small attention from either. 


The industrial depression and the 


idle millions of willing workers are the 
results of a volume of circulating me- 
dium inauffloient to transact the busi- 
ness of the country in a normal man- 
ner. There can be no satisfactory re- 
lief without a return to the coinage 
system of the constitution, supple- 
mented by a currency supply adapted 
to the requirements of the people and 
issued in their interests and not in the 
interests of usurers. 


This relief will not Gome from either 


of the old parties as now constituted 
and controlled. The Republican party 
fostered a corporate privileged class 
and surrendered the country's finances 
to the dictation of organized wealth. 
The Democratic party has passed inex- 
orably under the same influence and 
has furnished the money power a Pres- 
ident more subservient to Us will than 
ever before occupied the Executive 
chair. 


Beyond doubt the uncertainty oi 


•which the nation has been kept about 
the proposed change in the tariff has 
aggravated the business lethargy and 
disgusted the business element of the 
country. That disgust with President 
Cleveland's imbecility was voiced in 
last Tuesday's election. 


The United States will never again 


experience general prosperity, such as 
would naturally prevail but for per- 
verse and vioious legislation, until our 
national anairs are directed by a party 
that is not the obedient servant of a 
moneyed and privileged class.—Denvei 
News.

A SUGGESTION. 


The difference between the cost to 


the Government of the silver bullioi 
now stored in the treasury and the 
coinage value of the bullion is aboul 
$54,000,000. It is suggested that Con- 
gress pass an act to coin the bullion 
and appropriate all or part of the 
eeignorage for the reolamiru lion of 
arid lands. These lands, when brought 
under water by comprehensive systems 
of irrigation, could be disposed of by 
the Government to actual settlers on 
reasonable terms. By this means em- 
ployment oould be furbished thousands 
now seeking it in vain and thousands 
of homes could be made on lands that 
are now unproductive and of little 
value to anybody. 


The seignorage or profit on the ball- 


ion was derived from the silver miners 
of the arid region. As the mines have 
to be abandoned in a great many in- 
stances in consequence of the low 
price of silver it would be but just to 
expend the profit derived by the Gov- 
ernment from silver coinage in re- 
claiming the valleys in the silver pro- 
ducing States, so that the miners can 
support themselves and their families 
by cultivating the soil. The silver 
oonld thus be pat in circulation in 
localities where there is no prejudice 
•gainst it and where it is as acceptable 
to the people as any other kind of 
money.

The Governor of Florida Will Not, 


Permit Glove Contests. 


POPPMSTS AND 9I1V£BITES. 


They Are to Join Force* for the Next 


Presidential Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, November 17.—There 


is a movement on foot for the- Populists 
and free silver men to Join forces for 
the next Presidential campaign. To 
this end it is proposed that the Popu- 
lists shall hold their organization in 
abeyance, together with then* doctrines 
as to Government ownership of rail- 
roads, bonds, the loan policy, and the 
issuing of paper money, which the 
silver men as a body have never em- 
braced, and under some such name an 
a national party make a united pull for 
the Presidency and free silver in 1896. 
Eumors to this effect have reached 
here from Kansas and it is said that 
W. F. Eightmeyer of Topeka, who-was 
instrumental in calling the Cincinnati 
conference in 1891, when the Populist 
party was formed, had taken the 
initiative in the movement for the re- 
organization of the party on a line that 
would command the allegiance of the 
silver party. 


Senator Peffer, when seen by an As- 


sociated Press reporter, admitted that 
the report was true, as outlined above) 
He said he was not in favor of making 
a new' alignment until after the Con- 
gressional elections next year, when 
the new party would get ready for the 
Presidential election of 1896, and ex- 
pressed the utmost confidence in its 
ability to carry the country. In the 
new party the paramount question now 
is between the money power on a gold 
basis and the producing masses, advo- 
cating a gold, silver and paper basis. 
On that the people would divide in 
1896, regardless 
of 
former 
party 


affiliations. 


This was the first step, and the Popu- 


lists recognized it as ?ood statesman- 
ship to lay aside their other tenets for 
a time in order to get the help of silver 
Democrats and Republicans in settling 
this great question, on which they are 
agreed. 
While fighting this battle 


many prejudices would be swept away, 
and when it was won there would be a 
solid mass of voters for the accomplish 
ment of other needed reforms. 
He 


looked, he said, for success in 1896 and 
the election of a Congress in 1900 which 
would put on the statue books the 
leading doctrines of the Populists to- 
day. 


So far there had been no inter- 


change of views with silver men of 
either of the »ld parties, and he did 
not favor any till after the next Con- 
gressional election, though some Popu- 
lists wanted reorganization in 1894. 


A MUKDEROUS BRUTE. 


He Takes Three Live* and Is Himself

In the woodshed Tha lay gasping for 
breath, with a bullet through his head.

Mrs. Tametta's two little children were 
playing. The Coroner and Sheriff were 
immediately notified, and in a few 
moments a crowd collected. Tha lived 
bat a few hours, and the others were 
undoubtedly killed instantly.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., November 13,1893.— 


My last bulletin gave forecasts of the 
storm wave to cross the continent from 
the 16th to the 20th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about the 21st, 
cross the western mountains by th& 
close of the 22d, the great central val- 
leys from the 23d to the 25th, and the 
eastern state? about the 26th. 


Thia will be a storm of more than 


usual force, and its center will prob- 
ably cross the continent north of the 
40th parallel. It will cause rains in 
moat of the Southern States, and 
snows in States bordering on Canada.

The last storm of November will be 


of very considerable force, and I ad- 
vise all to prepare for its coining. It 
will strike the Pacific coast south of 
the path of the preceding disturbance 
about November 27th, cross the west- 
ern mountains by the close of the 28th, 
the great central valleys from the 29th 
to December 1st, and the Eastern 
States about December 2d. 


The central path of this storm will 


probably lie near the 40th parallel, 
west of the Alleghanies, and the 45th 
in the Eastern States. It will prob- 


of ably increase in force after crossing 


the Mississippi valley, and the worst of 
the storm may be expected on the 
Great Lakes, the Ohio valley and in 
the northeastern States. 


Warm waves will cross the western 


mountains about November 21st and 
27th, the great central valleys about 
the 23d and 29th, and the Eastern States 
about the 25th and December 1st. 
Cool waves will cross the western 
mountains about November 24th and 
30th, the great central valleys about the 
26th and December 2d, and the East- 
ern States about the 28th and Decem- 
ber 4th. A blizzard is probable along 
the northern borders from November 
30th to December 4th. 


THE SUN'S ELECTROMAGNETIC FOBCE. 
Professors J. J. Thompson, Oliver 


Lodge, H. Hertze, E. Wiedmann, Her- 
rran Ebert, Frank Bigelow and others 
who have studied the sun's energy 
have made numerous experiments 
from 
which I take the following 


results: 


A globe made of material that will 


readily conduct a current of electric- 
ity, is charged with electricity while in 
a vacuum. The electricity 
radiates 


from the globe at the little prominen- 
ces on the globe, causing light, and 
appearing much like the sun's corona. 


At the little indentations on the 


globe no electricity radiates, and there- 
fore by contrast 
dark rifts reach 


down to the globe between the streaks 
of light over the prominences. This is 
said to be a marked feature of the 
sun's corona when viewed at a total 
eclipse of the sun. "These electro- 
magnetic radiations move at the veloc- 
ity of light—186,000 miles a second— 
and communicate their influence to 
surrounding objects. It is calculated 
that these electric waves spread out 
over the whole surface of the sun in 
six and one-half minutes, and from 
the sun to the earth in eight minutes. 
They do not always go straight out from 
the ball, but often leave the ball at the 
tangent, that is in the direction of the 
western horizon. 


This last fact ascertained by the ex- 


periments illustrates my theory of the 
earth's rotation on its axis. The elec- 
tric forces enter the earth near the 
poles and leave it at the equator going 
off into space, not vertically, but west- 
ward toward the horizon. This would 
cause the earth to rotate toward the 
east. 


ILLUSTRATIVE METHODS. 


This idea ia further illustrated by a 


magnetic wheel. Three rods twelve 
inches long with pointed ends, are 
crossed and about two inches of each 
of the six ends turned at right angles 
so as to point backward horizontally. 
This wheel is placed horizontally on an 
iron axle, and when charged with elec- 
tricity the latter will escape from the 
six pointed ends of the wheel. This 
escape of electricity against the atmos- 
phere drives the wheel in the opposite 
direction, and thus we have a rapidly 
revolving motor. 


Wf> know that the atmosphere near 


the earth's equator moves westward, 
and this accords with the idea that 
these currents on emerging from the 
earth push the atmosphere westward 
and the surface of the earth eastward. 


In the globe experiments first re- 


ferred to above, if another metal ball 
suspended by a silk thread is brought 
near the globe the magnetic streams 
going out of the globe from all sides, 
will bend toward the metal ball. This 
is used to illustrate the magnetic 
streams or corona that go out from the 
sun and bend toward the earth. 


I would extend this idea to all the 


heavenly bodies, and especially to 
illustrate the meteorological effects of 
the sun, moon and planets on the 
earth. 


In all high barometers the magnetic 


forces come to the earth, and in all low 
go from the earth. These highs and 
lows are the immediate causes of all 
weather disturbances, and as the for- 
mer are caused by magnetic influences, 
it is concluded that the latter are 
effects of the electro-magnetic forces, 
and that heat and cold are results, not 
causes, of weather changes.

arid States and Territories is particu 
larly directed to that portion of the 
declaration which provides for the ap 
pointment 
of State 
Commissions 


charged with the duty of formulating 
plans for future irrigation laws, Na 
tional and State. It is the conflden 
hope and expectation of the members 
of the late congress that the materia 
gathered by these commissions wil 
furnish a basis for a code of irrigation 
laws common in their main features tc 
all the States, and for a national irri 
gation policy which shall preserve anc 
equitably distribute the waters o 
interstate streams, protect the forests 
provide a good system for the manage 
ment of pastoral land and, most im- 
portant of all, permit the reclamation 
and settlement of the arid public do- 
main on terms just to the capital in- 
vested and to the people to whom the 
lands belong as a heritage and birth- 
right. 


These State Commissions will be 


nominated by the local members of the 
National Executive Committee and 
confirmed by the committee as a whole. 
Any citizen may protest in writing 
against any nomination deemed to be 
unfit, for personal or public reasons 
The desire is to have able, experienced 
and fair-minded men compose these 
important bodies. 


The National Executive Committee 


urges the people to rally to the sup- 
port of these Commissions, which will 
be named in the following States and 
Territories: Arizona, California, Col- 
orado, Idaho, Kansas, Montana, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South 
Dakota, Texas, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. All citizens of the arid 
region are urged to communicate their 
ideas on the subject of irrigation legis- 
lation to their respective commissions, 
to the end that the reports submitted 
to the next Irrigation Congress shall 
do equal and exact justice to all. And 
the Governors of each of the States 
and Territories are asked to consider 
the importance of the work of these 
commissions in the future industrial 
and economic life of then* people. If 
the commissions could each enjoy a 
reasonable financial assistance from 
their several States, their work would 
be 
very 
materially 
assisted 
and 


strengthened. The use of from $1,000 
to $5,000 of State funds in this way 
would not fail to be of lasting value to 
the public. The future of the irriga- 
tion movement depends very largely 
on the effectiveness with which the 
commissions perform 
their 
duties. 


Without the cordial support of the 
people they could not hope to succeed, 
but with it they cannot fail.

ATHLETICS EOK GIKtS. 


An Argument In Favor of a Gymnasium 


at the University. 


A correspondent in the last issue of 


the Student Record, signing himself or 
herself P. C. Y., says: Having heard 
the girls talk gymnasium rather ex- 
citedly, I stationed myself in a con- 
venient corner of the library to watch 
them come into the room, so as to be 
able to give my opinion of the needs of 
a gymnasium. When the young ladies 
were drilled by one of the Professors, 
improvement in their carriage was no- 
ticeable. I expected to see some of the 
effects of this, but was disappointed. 
My opinion was quickly formed. The 
girls need a gymnasium. 
The boys 


drill daily, and in three months a 
great improvement in their carriage is 
perceptible. In the same length of 
time, without drill, the appearance of 
the girls is worse than when they en- 
tered. The importance of gymnasium 
work is shown by" the leading colleges 
ranking it as a regular study. The 
only athletics the girls have at our 
University is tennis, and that is not 
encouraged. Athletics is no longer a 
matter 
of 
secondary importance. 


While much is being done for the men- 
tal culture of the rising generation, 
their physical culture is left largely to 
inclination or chance. The amount of 
mental training which the girls un- 
dergo is too severe to be sustained by 
their weakening bodies. Mental de- 
velopment cannot' exist with an un- 
healthy physical organization. Cases 
where students break down in health, 
just at the end of their college courses, 
are not rare. Gymnastic exercises not 
only ensure muscular development, 
but also grace and ease in all move- 
ments of the body. The following ap- 
plies to the girls as well as the boys: 
Proper exercise is good, not only for 
the physical, but is excellent also for 
the moral health 
There are moral 


qualities which reading and reflection 
do not develop. These qualities, which 
aelong to the man of action, are cour- 
age and coolness in the present of 
difficulties and dangers.

Bemarkable Story of How a Mexican'* 


Ballet Accomplished Its Purpose. 


A. remarkable story la recalled by the 


exposure through a landslide at Fort 
Tnlerosa, N. M., of the skeleton of a 
man wbo was buried there three years 
ago. Hia name was Richard Belong, 
bnt he was known among bis associatea 
as Long Dick. When the Mexican Cen- 
tral railroad was first constructed, Dick

When the thief who was 
taking the valuables came to his seat, he 
noticed Dick's pallor, but mistook it for 
a sign of fear, and so, having been very 
successful so far, be lost bis caution for 
a moment and turned bis head to call 
the other bandit's attention to Dick. 


That was a very bad mistake for the

Dick was as strong as on ox, and the 
blow killed the bandit—broke bis neck, 
they say.

Bnt Dick was game, and 
picking up the revolver opened fire on 
the bandit who was on guard. That 
sent the rest of the gang flying off the 
train, and then the passengers gathered 
around Dick. A surgeon found the bul- 
let -was lodged somewhere in the muscles 
of the back, but had no instruments to 
cut it out. So he dressed the wound, and 
by the time Dick got up the road to So- 
rocco, where he intended to stop, he felt 
so well that he decided not to have the 
bullet cut out at all. 
He eventually re- 


covered, to all appearances, and coming 
to the Tulerosa region became a cowboy. 


He had been here a few weeks when a 


man came along breaking bronchos for 
the cow outfit, Dick watched one man 
through two mounts and then said he 
could break one of its desire to pitch in 
less time than the professional could and 
backed his off er with $o. 


Both men mounted at the word, and 


both got a good shaking. The two ponies 
pitched as only plains ponies know how 
to do, but both were conquered in spaces 
of time so nearly equal that the contest 
was declared a draw and a now mount 
for each man called for. But Dick was 
out of the game. He had downed his 
pony's spirit, but when he had done so 
his head was rolling from side to side be- 
cause of dizziness, and he was groaning 
with pain. 


"Something gave way," ho said, "and 


it must have been the lead of that infer- 
nal Mexican." 


He was right in his diagnosis. Ho got 


oft his pony, Imt sqpn fell to the ground 
and in a short time died. A surgeon 
who examined the corpse said that the 
bullet had lodged near the main arte:-y 
there and the wound had not fully heal- 
ed. He was of the opinion that it would 
have killed tho man sooner or later, no 
matter how lie cared for himself, but 
the tremendous jolting while trying to 
break the pony had broken down the 
wall of the artery, and death soon fol- 
lowed. He was buried in tho soldiers' 
cemetery near the fort.—Exchange.

There 
was no bi^f bridge in tiio;>o days, ami the 
boya hovered around tho ferryb<rr<s, 
which curried all of t'^a bainau freight 
of tho two j,"rcat cities nt that time. Tho 
lad's real name was Thomas Waller 
O'Grady. and ho descer.'le'l from a fam- 
ily renowned in Irish history. 


One ancestor is the famous Enron- ' 


feather O'Grady, Ireland's groutest jurist 
and the compeer of Grattan, Cumin, 
Phillips and other renowned Irish bar- 
risters. His grandunclo was Thomas 
Stnndish Walter O'Grady, the bitterest 
Tory and hardest landlord in tho good 
old bailiwick of Limerick. 


Thomas Waller O'Grady's parents 


died while he was almost a child in arms. 
Ho was adopted by an old Dutch family 
in New York, but the restrictions im- 
posed upon the future statesman were 
so irksome that he ran away and became 
a newsboy. Many is the time in his 
precarious calling in those days that 
young Tom was compelled to sleep in « 
dry goods box at night after an unsatis- 
factory day's labor. Tom had dropped 
tho family name and was known by hia 
youthful associates as Tom Waller. 
One day while crossing the Fulton ferry 
from Brooklyn to New York he met a 
fusny old gentleman who wished a copy 
of the Hartford Courant. It was the 
favorite paper of his native town, and 
as he thought away ahead of all metro- 
politan journals. Of course New York 
newsboys did' not sell country papers, 
and Tom told him so.
